While this applies to children, Dr. 
Cathcart asserts that there is good 
reaxson to think that in adults the im- 
portance of sleep is over-rated, and 
that most of our patients are troubled 
not by lack of sleep but by over-con- 
cern regarding some little delay in 
getting to sleep, or of frequent wak- 
ov of a tired feeling in the fol-

One's personal opin- 
n is that most persons, unless kept 
because of pain, sleep more 
han they think they do. 

Apart from discomfort or pain, the 
most common cause of insomnia is 
some emotional situation usually in 
relation to the past events of the 
day. It is frequently found that at 
the hour of retiring the mind is too 
uetive and that the thinking pro- 
cesses cannot be stopped. 

Most of these cases of sleepless- 
ness are the result of bad habits the 
giving encouragement after retiring 
to the thoughts and troubles of the 
day instead of pulling the curtain and 
leaving troublesome problems to the 
next day. But it is not so easy to 
do this. A hearty late meal, a day 
of excitement or the use of a stimu- 
lant just before bedtime sometimes 
prevents sleep, 

It is a common observation among 
those who have charge of insane per- 
sons who awaken early, after two or 
three hours sleep and then whoop it 
up until daylight or longer, that these 
persons will remain awake for 18 or 
19 hours out of the 24, and thus con- 
sume an enormous amount of energy, 
yet they put on weight, look the pic- 
ture of health and are well except for 
the mental state, There is a host of 
drugs which will enforce sleep. One 
should, if possible, avold their use 
except under the direction of a physi- 
cian. As Dr, Catheart says: “much 
thought. money and energy are be- 
ing devoted to the perfection of a 
satisfactory sedative and yet it is 
probable that no greater disservice 
could be done humanity than the dis- 
covery of an ideal sleep-inducing 
drug.
